butcher *hop In Moecow which SoTlet 
police closed recently because of aUeged 
unsanitary conditions. The baking 
mateos for Passover has been problUted 
for the last 3 years, and Just 3 days ago 
the appesd was rejected of three tiderly 
Jews who had been In prison for baking 
In their own home and aelUng 

them. 

Countless other vicious measures are 
being employed by the Soviet Oovem- 
ment to break down Jewish religious 
loyalty and cultural Identification. Ho 
communication with Jews outside the 
UJSJBJt. Is permitted; religious teaching 
la forbidden; no Jewlah booka or perlodl- 
«»^i« are peiinlUed; no theater, no ves- 
Uge of JevhUi culture la allowed to exist. 

Let ua make no mistake about Chair- 
man Khrushchev's determination to 
weaken Jewish Ufe In the Soviet Unkm. 
Russian Jews are cut oS from the rest 
of the world; they cannot apeak for 
themselves because they Uve In a elosed 
aoclety where free speech does not exist. 
Xhey dare not show their Interest In 
Israel, because of fear of reprisals. On 
their domestic radio they can bear only 
the voices of pro-Arab profMgandlsts 
parroting the cruel and flinty anti-Israel 
line. 

The world must protest loud and long 
If there Is to be any hope for the captive 
Jews of the Soviet Union. Past experi- 
ence shows that Chairman Khruschev la 
aentlUve to any charge of anti-S emi tis m . 
The Soviets pride ttiemselves on having 
made anU-SetniUsm a criminal offense- 
even though this law la seemingly 
honored more in the breach than in the 
observance, in view of the Insistent and 
reliable reports which continue to come 
out regularly, the Kremlin owsa the 
world an explanation which should be 
clear, unequivocal and backed by action 
to show It meanji to Implement Its anti- 
Semitic law. 

Quiet protests even on a high level 
apparently will not work. President 
Xlsenhower in 1959 told Chairman Khru- 
shchev of the great concern of Ameri- 
cans about the treatment of Sovlei Jews 
during the Camp David discussion pe- 
riod. This was followed up by former 
Secretary of SUtc, Christian Hertw. who 
again expressed our concern this time to 
Soviet Porelgn Minister Oromyko and 
by others. Efforts in the United Nations 
have so far not proved effective Wwld- 
wlde protest is needed. 

The ghastly history of Germany's 
Jews in the I930's and 1940's. and of 
Kalin's "Jewish doctor’s” terror, are a 
constant reminder to the world that 
timely vigilance and prote.st are de- 
manded of ua all. We must do every- 
thing In our power Individually and col- 
lectively to sound the alarm and apeak 
out agalnat the grave danger to Jews in 
the UAB.R. A great surge of Indigna- 
tion — the determined protests not only 
of Jews but of all free peoplea who 
treaaure the rlghta of the Individual 
must sweep across the world powerfully 
enough to stop the deadly progression 
ot €k>vlet antl-Jewlsh actions.

'TIm vote of the Foreign Relatlona Com- 
mlttee and the eunjort given by the fUa- 
tlnguiahed minority lea der and tha die- 
tlngulahed aaalatant minority lea d er en- 
emiragea me to believe the Senate major- 
ity in favw of ratlflcatkm will be over- 
whelming. 

The dgnlng of a nuclear taet ban 
treaty la a oonUnuation of a polley eoo- 
eiatent^ followed by prevloat Demo- 
eratlc and Republican admhiietratlooa.

Mr. ERVIN T yield for a question. 

Mr. LONG of Louisiana. May I ask. 
ihe Kenator troin Noith Carolina If. 
under so-cailed title VI. a great number 
of innocent per.son.s would be made to 
•suffer from drcisions in regard to which 
they had no power to act whatever? 

Mr. EUViN i here Is no question 
whatsoever about that. For example, 
under title VI the Federal Government 
could withhold :und.s for school aid to 
schools In an impacted area because the 
Federal Government wanted the schools 
to be deseiire'i.iied. Uiidt'r the decision 


of the Supreme Court In Brown agaln.it 
Board of Education of Topeka, the quea- 
tiun of what schixil a child shall atUind la 
left to the child and his parents. The 
decision does not belong to the Federal 
Ckivcrnment. Yet, under the terms of 
the bin, the Federal Government could 
usurp the right of the child Or Its parents 
to determine that question. 

Indeed, It could Ignore the desires of 
the child or Its parents, determine how 
the right of the child or Its parrats Is 
to be exercised. 

Mr. LONG of Louisiana. Would it be 
possible, under Utle VI, for the Federal 
Government to htdd up funds for 
programs completely unrelated to 
education? 

Mr EKVIN. Yes. 

Mr. LONG of Louisiana. Sven 
though the complaint had nothing to do 
with the faHura of a State to put a oer> 
tarn child In a certain school or place? 

Mr. ERVIN. There Is absolutely no 
limitation on the power that the blB 
would vest In the Federal Oovemment In 
respect to federally assisted programs or 
activities Insofar as racial relations, or 
religious relations, or questions of na- 
tional origin are concerned. ■ 

Mr. LONG of Louisiana. Would it be 
possibu under this program for the I^- , 
oral Government to hold up fun^, let us * 
say, for aid to the aged, the disabled, 
and dependent children, because there 
was a practice of social segregation In 
restaurants in a State? 

Mr ERVEN. No: not to that extent. 
Title n of the bill would cover such prac- 
tices in restaurants, but ttie power given 
to the Federal Oovemment under title 
VI applies only to programs or activities 
whirl! are federally assisted from tlie 
financial viewpoint. However, that In- 
cludes virtually every program or activ- 
ity In which tile Federal Oovemment 
participates In any way. 

Mr. LONG of Louisiana. Would the 
Senator mind giving me an example of 
how thLi mcclianlzaUon could be trig- 
gered to cut off funds for the needy, the 
aged, dependent children, and the blind? 

Mr ERVIN Under title VI. the Fed- 
eral Oovemment would Jiave the power 
to cut off all Federal grants to a Slate 
under Uie Old-Age Assistance Act If It 
found that some Individuals under the 
program were being discriminated 
against bcc.ause of race or religion. Such 
aeUon would cut off aid for the Innocent 
to piiirLsh the allegedly guUly. 

No further laws are needed In order 
to deal with any State or local official for 
denying any Individual any right or priv- 
ilege In any federally assisted program 
or activity. Under section 243 of title IS 
of the United States Code, whlcli was 
put on the law books long before the 
Senator from Louisiana and I were bom, 
a State or local official who wilfully 
denies to any person, because of race or 
religion or naUouaJ origin, or broause of 
any other reason, or lack of reason, any 
right or privilege such person has under 
any act of Congress, is subject to proae- 
cuUon and, upon conviction, ean be fined 
and Imprisoned. - 

Mr. LONG of Louisiana. I thank the
